To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Laxly  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1966  in  accordance  with  regulations  5 (3) 
and  15  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations 
1959. 


Last  year' s fall  of  160  in  population  has  been  regained  and 
a further  300  added.  This  year' s increase  of  46 0 in  population  is 
the  largest  since  I960.  The  natural  increase  in  population,  excess 
of  births  over  deaths,  was  65» 

There  were  63  more  births  in  the  Rural  District  than  in  the 
previous  year.  A fractitional  rise  in  birth  rate  resulted  from  the 
rise  in  births  and  population.  The  number  of  home  births  was  36%  of 
the  total.  With  more  maternity  beds  being  available  in  Cornwall  the 
fall  in  home  deliveries  has  been  stea_d>r  since  1963.

Whilst  more  mothers  in  Kerrier  Rural  District  prefer  or 
need  hospital  confinement  there  are  still  more  women  being  delivered 
a.t  home  than  in  the  County  as  a whole. 

The  number  of  still  births  remains  the  sarnie  as  last  year, 
but  the  general  death  rate  rose  from  10.07  per  1000  population  to  11.13. 
The  pattern  of  deaths  in  the  District  has  not  changed,  heart  disease  being 
responsible  for  4 8.5%  of  deaths  and  cancer  18 fc. 

Last  year's  low  infant  mortality  figure  was  improved  on 
this  year.  The  number  of  infant  deaths  dropped  from  4 to  2.  Both 
infants  died  before  they  were  one  day  old  from  causes  which  were  not 
preventable. 
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Progress  in  improvement  in  sanitary  conditions  ip.  the 
Rural  District  are  dealt  with  in  the  min  sections  of  the  report..  Unfit 
house  improvements  have  been  slower  than  last  year;  a fall  in  the  kill 
at  the  Slaughterhouses  has  meant  less  time  needed  for  meat  inspection; 
during  the  year  work  commenced  on  a.  sewage  system  for  the  Lizard  area  and 
progress  continued  on  the  Stithians  Water  Treatment  Plant  and  its 
distribution  mains. 

Further  extension  of  the  co-operation  between  the  three 
compartments  of  the  National  Health  Service  took  place  in  1966  when 
Health  Visitors  were  .att.ached  to  Family  Doctor' s practices.  In  the 
Rural  District  where  the  Home  Nurse  .also  acts  as  Midwife  and  Health 
Visitor  in  her  area,  the  co-operation  has  always  been  close  and  the 
effect  of  the  new  arrangements  has  been  to  widen  the  scope  of  help 
which  the  nurse  can  give  to  the  General-  Practitioner. 

Health  Screening  techniques  were  extended  by  the  intro- 
duction in  March  of  clinics  for  the  collection  of  cervical  smears  for 
cancer  tests  in  women  over  the  .age  of  35  years.  At  present  to  make 
the  best  use  of  facilities  and  personnel  these  clinics  are  b.ased  at 
local.  Health  Authority  clinics,  but  <as  the  service  develops  the  proper* 
pla.ce  for  this  service  to  be  carried  out  is  in  the  surgery  of  the  Family 
Doctor. 


With  the  opening  of  the  new  hospital  at  Treliske,  Truro 
the  concept  of  a District  Hospital,  came  into  being.  This  will  provide 
an  up-to-date  hospital  with  all  the  major  consultant  specialities  in 
medicine,  surgery  and  midwifery.  This  Council  expressed  the  view  of 
the  local  community  when  representations  were  made  to  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  that  a new  radium  therapy  unit  should  be  sited  at  Treliske 
rather  than  Plymouth. 

With  closer  working  between  the  Hospital,  Public  Health,  and  General 
Practitioner  Services,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  practice  there  are  only 
two  parts  to  the  National  Health  Service,  the  hospital  service  for  patients 
who  need  these  facilities  and  a domiciliary  service  provided  by  the 
General  Practitioner  and  the  Health  Staffs  of  local  authorities. 

The  year  ended  on  a very  sad  note  with  the  death  of  Mr.  0. 
Milbum,  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  within  sight  of  retinal. 

He  gave  unstinted  service  to  the  Rural  District  during  the  19  years  that 
he  held  the  Joint  Appointment  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Building  Surveyor,  an  appointment  which  gave  him  unrivalled  knowledge 
of  the  district.  This  local  knowledge  -and  his  common  sense  approach  to 
the  day-to-day  problems  in  the  Health  Department  will  be  greatly  missed. 

With  the  retinal  of  Mr.  Blewett,  the  Housing  and  Water 
Manager  in  June,  1967  an  era  came  to  an  end.  The  work  they  carried  out 
for  so  many  years  increased  steadily  and  relentlessly  -and  consisted  of 
the  work  of  a Surveyors  Department  and  the  field  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.  Inevitably,  this  staffing  arrangement  meant  dela.ys  in  work 
being  carried  out  and  the  first  and  repeated  casualty  was  the  unspectacular 
routine  visits  of  inspection  by  the  Public  Health  Staff  upon  which  the 
foundation  of  any  Preventive  Hearth  Service  is  built. 

In  April,  1964  the  Council  decided  that  a separate  Surveyor 
and  Engineer' s Department  should  be  set  up  in  order  to  allow  a 
redistribution  of  work.  This  allows  the  Sanitary  Staff  of  three 
Inspectors,  one  Clerk/Technical  Assistant  and  one  Clerk/Typist,  to 
concentrate  on  advance  planning  of  Public  Health  matters  as  well  a.s  day- 
to-day  work.  Future  reports  will  show  the  increase  in  routine 
inspections,  but  what  cannot  be  recorded  numerically  is  the  necessary 
time  spent  on  all  .aspects  of  health  teaching,  in  the  home,  the  work  place, 
and  the  community  in  general. 
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In  presenting  my  seventh  Annual  Report  for  your  district 
I wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  support  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  Members  of  the  Committee,  Officers  of  the  Council,  and 
for  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Area 
Health  Office.

Ambulance  Service  - Section  27 

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service 
from  Tolvean  Depot,  Redruth,  carries  out  all  normal  duties;  at  nights 
and  at  weekends  cover  is  given  by  voluntary  ambulance  crew  of  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  at  Helston,  using  their  own  ambulance. 

All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless 
controlled  and  .are  thus  instantly  available  wherever  they  may  be.

Public  Fells,  Springs , Boreholes  and  Private  Water  Supplies. 

As  in  past  years,  as  mains  supplies  become  nore  generally  available 
the  necessity  of  retaining  public  veil  supplies,  with  their  inherent  defects 
becomes  less  necessary.  As  the  veils  become  redundant  and  are  closed  or 
dismantled  the  safety  factor  as  regards  rater  supplies  in  the  district 
relatively  increases. 

It  must  be  realised  hcvever,  in  an  area  such  as  this,  the  more 
remote  areas  must,  of  a necessity,  depend  on  veil  v/ater,  springs  and 

boreholes. 

The  quality  of  non  mains  water  can  vary  from  time  to  time  and  a 
constant  control  has  to  be  maintained  normally  through  sampling.  ..'here 
unsatisfactory  or  doubtful  samples  are  obtained  the  normal  practice  is  to 
advise  all  users  of  the  water  to  boil  before  use;  in  addition  the  supply 
source  and  surrounding  area  is  thoroughly  examined  for  possible  pollution 
preventative  measures,  subsequently  further  check  samples  are  taken.

season  and  together  with  litter  collection  and  staff  holidays  the  service 
then  is  stretched  to  its  limits.  Even  with  this  problem  of  summer  increase 
' in  population  and  general  increase  in  the  number  of  dwelling  in  the  area 
. I aim  pleased  to  report  that  weekly  collection  service  was  maintained, 
whilst  during  the  summer  period  a twice  weekly  service  was  operated  for 
'the  hotels  and  camping  sites.  I must  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  co-operation  received  from  the  operators  who  worked  long  hours  to 
. maintain  this  very  essential  public  health  service. 

The  Council  tips  are  located  at  Constantine ? Newton,  Hullion;  and 
. at  Sithney.  . The  shortage  of  approved  tipping  areas  is  now  becoming  serious ? 

the  tipping  space  at  Constantine  is  almost  exhausted?  the  tip  at  Sithney 
’will  be  filled  up  during  1967  and  consideration  is  being  given  to  a pulverisation 
.plant  but  the  necessary  consents,  negotiations, . legal  arrangements,  site  survey, 
plans,  construction  works  and  provision  of  plant  take  time  and  therefore 
' extension  of  existing  tipping  sites  or  new  tipping  sites  must  be  obtained  in  the 
.immediate  future.

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I am  indebted  to  Hr.  G.  11.  Dunnell  for  his  report  on  the  nain  incidents 
which  took  place  on  Foldhu  Beach  this  summer. 


" There  './ere  eight  rescues  in  all.  The  first  took  place  on  20th  June. 

The  tide  was  low  and  fairly  caln.  I went  to  warn  four  prople  bathing 
on  the  left  (East)  side  of  the  beach , but  before  I could  they  were  taken 
out.  I swan  past  three  of  them,  and  told  then  to  swin  across  and  out  of 
the  rip.;  they  managed  to  do  so/  and  I brought  in  the  fourth  one. 

Although  rather  shaken  he  fully  recovered  fron  the  shock  within  about 
fifteen  minutes. 

At  this  stage  I would,  like  to  point  out  that  I did  not  use  the  belt  on 
this  occasion  for  two  main  reasons  - I hadn't  taken  the  box  reel  on 
to  the  beach,  had  I done  so  there  was  no  one  to  man  it.  The  main  reason 
was  that  I would  rather  risk  being  drowned  by  the  currents,  and  on  this 
occasion  I nearly  did,  than  be  drowned  by  inexperienced  people  on  the 
line , 

I know  a lot  of  lifeguards  that  feel  this  way,  and  would  therefore 
suggest  that  next  year  when  the  Council  thinks  of  appointing  its 
lifeguards,  it  takes  on  two  for  Poldhu. 

I will  give  another  reason  for  the  presence  of  two  later  in  ny  report. 

The  next  six  rescues  ell  took  place  on  the  same  day,  15th  August.  The 
tide  was  high  with  a strong  damping  surf  on  the  edge.  I set  out  a 
fairly  small  bathing  area,  but  due  to  a strong  cross  current,  swimmers 
(children  in  particular)  were  unable  to  stay  within  it.  The  same  thing 
happened  in  all  cases,  even  after  continued  warnings.  The  people  were 

swept  fron  left  to  right  and  then  outwards.  The  rescues  were  all  d.one 

within  about  one  and  a half  hours,  and  were  ons- 

1,  A young  boy.  2C  A young  boy.  3.  A young  boy.  4«  Young  woman. 

5 and  6.  'A  man  and  woman  on  a lilo. 

In  the  above  rescues,  the  belt  was  only  used  on  the  last,  and  only  then 
because  I had  some  qualified  friends  on  the  beach  who  knew  how  to  use  the 
reel  and  line. 

The  eighth  rescue  was  on  a little  girl  on  3rd  September.  The  tide  was 
about  one  half  and  falling.  She  got  caught  in  a rip  on  the  right,  but 
I managed  to  get  her  before  she  was  taken  out  very  far. 

On  numerous  occasions  this  summer  I crossed  the  flags,  and  put  up  a notice 
saying  that  it  was  too  dangerous  for  swimming.  The  reason  that  I thought  it 
too  dangerous  was  not  only  that  the  currents  were  strong,  but  if  I had  put 
up  a Safe  bathing  area.  I could  not  have  kept  all  bathers  within  it  5 
because  on  occasions  I tried.  If  someone  else  had  been  present  the  beach 
could  have  been  patrolled  on  both  sides  enabling  a safe  area  to  be  put  up 
(second  reason  for  the  presence  of  two). 

Medical  aid  was  given  on  numerous  occasions,  for  many  types  of  accidents 
of  varying  severity,  a man  v/ith  a broken  leg  and  an  old  lady  with  a heart 
attack,  and  the  usual  minor  cuts  and  graces.  "

PROBLEM  FAMILIES. 


Most  families  with  social  problems  which  are  beyond  their  capacity 
to  solve  cone  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  because  of  their 
living  environment.  If  in  unfit  houses  or  caravans  the  state  and  size 
of  the  hone  is'  inadequate  for  the  family 5 if  in  council  houses,  overcrowding 
arrears  of  rent,  bad  housekeeping,  unclean  state  of  the  hone,  are  the 
problems  which  have  to  be  tackled.  Each  Health  Visitor  is  responsible 
for  the  welfare  of  all  the  families  with  whon  she  deals,  and  when  she 
feels  that  a family  needs  day-to-day  support  in  their  hone  because  of 
major  or  multiple  social  problems,  she  enlists  the  help  of  the 
Family  relfare  Porker,  Tito  Family  Pel  fare  Porkers  work  in  the  Helston/ 
Kerrier  area. 

During  the 'year  Supervision  and  help  was  given  to  14  families  in 
the  Rural  District. 

Two  families  ceased  to  have  family  welfare  help  and  four  new 
families  were  added  to  the  Family  Pelfare  Porkers  case  loads. 
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CARAVAN 


SITES 


The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960  provides  for 
licensed  caravan  sites  having  also  Term  and  Country  planning  permission. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  that  the  Local  Planning  Authority 
have  not  yet  dealt  with  all  unapproved  caravan  sites  in  the  district,  so  much 
so  that  some  caravan  sites  may  be  difficult  to  deal  with  having  been  in  use 
for  over  four  years. 

In  the  district  there  are  24  approved  Caravan  Sites  for  eight  or  more 
caravans | 7 approved  Caravan  Sites  for  three  to-  six  caravans  and  2 chalet 

sites. 

For  sanitation,  all  sites  below  have  water  closets,  wash  basins  and  laundry 
facilities.  The  majority  have  mains  water.  Although  showers  or  baths  have 
to  be  provided  for  residential  caravans  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  some  Holiday 
sites  have  also  provided  baths  or  showers  which  improves  the  facilities  offered 
to  holiday  makers. 

Melrose  Caravan  Site,  owner  Mr.  L.  C.  Johnson,  was  unsatisfactory  and 
lacking  in  .certain  facilities  required,  consequently  proceedings  were 
successfully  made  in  Helston  Magistrate  Court  on  January,  1965  and  the  owner 
pleaded. guilty  and  was  fined  £5  with  £5  costs  to  pay. 

Thereafter  the  Local  Authority  gave  the  owijer  a final  12  months  up  to 

to  complete  all  the  works  required.  As  the  owner  had  not  been  able  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  works  by  the  given  date  he  closed  down  the  Caravan  Site  . 
The  Local  Authority  therefore  decided  not  to  take  further  proceedings.

_ During  recent  years  it  has  been  observed  that  the  steady  growth  in 
tenting  by  holidaymakers  has  continued  and  the  demand  for  Tent  Sites  will  have 
to  be  met  by  sites  specially  catering  for  tents  or  by  a few  selected  existing  c 
sites  being  allowed  tents  on  adjacent  fields  and  properly  licenced  as  a Tent  Site. 

Co-operation  with  Town  and  Country  Planning  on  this  natter  has  already 
c oilmen ced  and  joint  meetings  have  been  held.  Areas  have  been  agreed  upon  in 
principle,  to  where  the  need  is  specially  urgent  and  consequently  further 
Planning  Consent  are  to  be  recommended  for  approval.

• The  first  licenced  Tent  Site  is  established  at  Joyces  Farm,  Higher 
Kenneggy  which  will  cater  for  60  tents.  Additional  Tent  Sites  are  being  granted 
Town  & Country  Planning  permission  nnd  will  be  developed  in  1966-68, 


BUILLIITG  REGULATIONS 


470  plans  were  dealt  with  under  The  Building  Regulations  1965  during  the 
year.  The  number  of  plans  dealt  with  have  increased  from  329  in  1961  to  470  in 
1966. 


All  individual  Local  Authority  Building  Byelaws  have  ceased  to  operate  and  new 
extensive  and  detailed  national  Building  Regula/taons  came  into  opera.tion.in  1966, 

The  new  legislation  requires  many  more  hours  to  be  spent  on  this  work 
both  in  examining  plans  and  in  site  visits.  The  number  of  site  inspections  e„re 
increased  and  due  to  the  higher  standard  of  construction  required  more  time  must 
be  absorbed  on  ensuring  that  Buildings  comply  with  the  increased  number  of 
Regulations,  Inevitably  some  other  work  has  been  neglected, 

Plans  are  examined  very  carefully  when  received  and  if  lacking  the 
required  detail  or  incorrect  they  are  returned  for  correction  accompanied  by 
a letter  listing  the  matters  involved.  Upon  re-subuission  plans  are  again 
checked  and  if  properly  in  order  they  are  then  submitted  to  the  Committee. 


LEGAL  SEARCHES 


Luring  the  year  a total  of  727  Searches  were  examined  and  dealt  with  in 
conjunction  with  the  Clerk’s  Lepartment,  this  is  an  increase  on  last  years  total 
of  700,  The  number  of  Searches  have  increased  from  605  in  1961  to  727  in  1966, 
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SECTION  'E'  - FOOD  HYGIENE. 


There  are  two  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  one  owned  by  F.K.C.  Ltd. 
at  Penvose,  Treluswell,  St.  Gluvias,  this  accounts  for  the  majority  of 
slaughtering  and  up  to  September  served  Falnouth,  Penryn  and  the  East  side  of 
Kerrier  with  neat,  since  then  neat  is  exported  out  of  the  county  to  various 
nain  cities.  The  other  Slaughterhouse  is  a snail  privately  owned  one  on  the 
outskirts  of  St.  Keveme  village  serving  one  butcher.  There  are  9 slaughters 
licenced  by  this  Council,

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GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY. 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1966  was 
64  compared  with  170  in  1965.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the  decrease 
in  the  cases  of  Measles. 


No  cases  occurred  in  home  or  hospital  confinements  in  Kerrier. 

The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  most  of  the  County.  1515 
births  were  notified  and  4 cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred.  This 
gives  an  incidence  of  2.64  cases  per  1,000  births  compared  with  1.6  cases 
last  year. 

Measles. 

Sporadic  cases  occurred  throughout  the  year  following  last  year’s 

epidemic. 


Dysentery. 


3 confirmed  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  came  to  the  notice  of  the 
Public  Health  Department.  One  family  at  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  Rural 
District  had  a sharp  attack  within  the  family  in  November.  This  appeared 
to  be  related  to  other  cases  in  the  adjoining  Health  Area.  One  Secondary 
School  child  became  a temporary  carrier  and  drug  therapy  had  to  be  continued 
for  three  weeks  before  clearance  of  the  infection  was  achieved. 


Brucellosis. 

During  the  year  23  herd  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  retail 
producers  in  the  District.  This  disease  was  notified  in  3 herds 

whose  milk  supx  lies  were  diverted  for  pasteurisation  under-  the  Milk  and 
Dairy  Regulations. 


Paratyphoid. 

In  October  notification  was  received  that  a person  who  had  been 
on  holiday  in  Cornwall  6 weeks  previously  was  suffering  from  Paratyphoid 
Fever.  Six  close  contacts  in  2 families  were  investigated,  but  no  evidence 
of  infection  was  found.  Possible  sources  of  infection  in  water,  food  or 
individuals  in  the  Rural  District  were  investigated  without  establishing  any 
evidence  of  infection. 


Anthrax. 


Under  the  Anthrax  Order  1950  thirteen  notices  declaring  and 
defining  infected  places  were  received.  In  all  instances  the  suspicion 
of  Anthrax  in  animals  was  not  confirmed  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon. 


Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations  1966. 

These  regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  March,  1966  and  are 
in  substitution  for  the  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations  1951  which  are 
now  revoked.  They  apply  to  leprosy  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
1936  and  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease 
and,  in  particular*,  they  set  out  the  requirements  for  the  notification  of 
the  disease. 

Smallpox. 

Cases  of  Variola  Minor  occurred  in  the  West  Midlands  during  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year.  One  contact  was  under  surveillance  during  the 
person's  stay  in  the  Rural  District. o 


Tuberculosis., 


The  case  incidence  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  dropped 
from  last  year’s  total  of  5 to  4.  The  case  Incidence  was  0.18  per  1,000 
of  the  population.  25  contacts  of  these  new  notifications  were 
investigated.
